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Don’t Forget 


e FDA (Food Distribution Associates) will resume deliveries August 1° 2008. Make sure 
you have adequate staff to assist in unloading the truck. 


e If you are not the Authorized Representative for the National School Lunch Program and 
you would like to receive information from the State Agency (SA) via E-mail, we need 
you to enter your current E-mail address on your LEA’s Application Agreement for 
school year 2008-2009. Currently only the Authorized Representative is required to 
enter an E-mail address, but there is a space for an E-mail address for the food service 
director. Entering your E-mail address will allow the SA to send the Authorized 
Representative and the food service director the Commodity Shelf and other valuable 
information. 


NEWS FLASH 


e USDA Food and Nutrition Service — Food Distribution Division has finished a complete 
redesign of USDA’s commodity labels for canned fruits and vegetables, updating them to 
look more like their commercial counterparts. Look for these new designs to begin to 
appear on fruits and vegetables in the fall of 2008. 


e Lower sodium amounts in canned tomato products (sauce, paste and salsa) as well as 
canned dried beans will be available for school year 2008-2009. These products have 
been reduced to a sodium level of 140 mg per serving, which makes the products more in 
line with the 2005 Dietary Guidelines for Americans.

* If you had 25%, 50%, etc. of this product processed, adjust your ADP accordingly when calculating allocation rates. 
If you had 100% of this product processed, you will not receive any.
